We aro exceedingly surry to record the 
death by drowning of Mr. Cho Jen-chih, 
a member of the Imperial Telegraph Com- 
pany. The manager of the company 
detailed Mr. Cho’ to accompany Mr. 
Jausen to inspect the telegraph lines be- 
tween this port aud Soochow along the 
Soochow Creek. ‘They journeyed in a 
house-boat up the creek and on Friday 
(28th) afternoon, about 7 o'clock, reached 
pole 649, somewhere about 80 or 90 li from 
Shanghai.

Janson was in tho cabin and Mr. Cho was 
standing at tl Suddenly a cry for 
help was heard, and Mr. Jansen rushing 
ont, saw Mr. Cho struggling hard to reach 
‘shore, Without loss of time Mr. Jan- 
gen plunged in with all his clothes on and 
ain with great rapidity after the drown- 
g man, but when within 30 ft. from Mr, 
Cho the latter sank. Mr. Janson, however, 
marked the spot and dived in three times 
ithout finding Exhausted by his 
efforts and finding his own strength failing 
ho reluctantly gave up the task and 
ordered the boatmen to do their best to fiud 
Mr. Cho, They were unsuccessful in their 
attempts and Mr. Janson, after an inter 
felt convinced that the ‘unfortunate man 
must be by that time beyoud help; he there- 
fore cut the wire to telegraph the 
to the Company. The Cl 
kindly placed their launch at the disposal 
of the Imperial Telegraph Company, and 
the brother, together with sovoral friends 
of the deceased, started mn Saturday 
afternoon at 5 o'clock, taking with ther 
picut of white sugar and a bottle of car- 
bolic acid for preserving the body, in view 
of the hot weather.

Jansen, who was hastening to the 
rescue, called out to the men and pointed 
to the drowning man, but they simply 
looked at Mr. Jansen and at Mr. Cho, who 
was by this time sinking, without making 
the slightest attempt to save him; and 
soon the boat glided over the very spot 
where he sank. Now such a story seems 



































incredible, but it is the fact and can be 
proved by authentic witnesses, Wo beliove 
there is among the Chinese statutes a law 
which inflicts severe punishment on any 
one who, when it is within his’ power to 
save a person from death, refuses to do 50.

and the doom of the Turks, for having 
corrupted Islam, as fixed. We know 
that Moslems accept large portions of 
the Christian Scriptares, and it would 
be interesting to know the opinion of au 
educated and religions follower of the 
Prophet upon those passages which 
are explained as foretelling, in mya- 
tie Inugaage, the dryin 
Euphrates. Mr. Blunt confines him- 
self to the predictions current among 
Mohammedans without such external 
suggestions; and he tolls us that “a 
well-known prediction to this effect, 
which bas for nges exercised its influence 
ou the vulgar and even the learned 
Mohammedan mind, gives the year 
1883 of our era as the term within 
which these things shall be saccom- 
plished. Islam is then finally to retire 
from the north, and the Tarkish rule 
to coase.” The first great step, as far 
as we understand Mr. Blunt, for the 
regeueration of Islam, will be the fall 
of Constantinople; the uext, though 
probably at au intereal of some time, 
the removal of the politioal metrupolis of 
Islam to Mecca. It is not necessary to 
follow Mr. Blaut through the pages in 
iscusses ‘ England’s Interest 
There can be no doubt that 
the destinies of our nation are closely 
and inextricably bound up with those 
al or religious 
system. The greatest Mohammedan 
Power in the world, in fact, is the 
British Empire; and this being the 
case, the position occupied, and the 
policy adopted, by usin Egypt at the 
present moment are of immense impor- 
tance tothe world. “England,” he saya 
in conclusion, “cannot destroy 
dissolve her own connection with her. 
Therefore, in Gud’s name, let her take 
Islam by the band and encourage her 
boldly in the path of virtue. This is 
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the only worthy course and the only 
wise one,—wiser and worthier, I yen- 
ture to assert, than a whole century of 
crusades.” 





THE MANCAUS. 
‘Tax position of the Mancbus in China 
is in many ways anomalous. We do 
not refer now to the reigning dynasty. 
We rafer to the Bannerman or ch'ijén, 
who live on Imperial. bounty and are 
expected to show their tude by 
learniug Mancha aud practising archery. 
Ou the whole we scarcely consider 
them a very enviable class. Being in 
possession of certain nominal and purely 
honorific privileges, their claims to 
scholarship aro generally looked slightly 
down upon by the Chinese, who have 
to work their way up by dint of stiff 
examinations and no favour, A Man- 
clu chitjén is probably not half so 
caltivated a man as a Chinese who 
holds the inferior degree of heiu-teai, 
The pittance doled ont to him: is 
scarcely sufficient to keep him in rico or 
millet, and is burdened with exactions 
responsibilities towards the state 
hich must be extremely irksome.

which is growing obsolete even in 
China. But a Manchu no doubt has 
facilities at his disposal which a Chiua- 





























the students at the T‘ang-wén-kuati 
are we believe all Manchus. Whether 
there is an actual rale in existence 
that Chinese are not eligible for admis. 
sion we do not venture to say; but 
there can, we think, he no donbt 
that as a matter of fact they are not 
admitted. Manchus, then, have a mo- 
nopoly of the very best system of for- 
eign education to be got in China; for 
with all the shortcomings of the College 
—whiok are due entirely wo believe to 
Government restriotions—there is no 
doubt the institution is a very fine one, 
They bave also the ran ‘of native 
schools, built and supported for their 
exclusive benefit. But, that, either the 
scheme of these ‘sohoole i is bad, or the 
privileges they offer not sufficiently 
appreciated by the Baunermen, is evid- 
ently the case, for they seem to be a 
dead letter as far as any practioal ays- 
tem of working is concerned. The 
Vice-President of the Board of Civil 
Office has recently made some disolo- 
sures about these schools and the edu- 
cational deficiency of Bannermen which 
are certainly not creditable to the Em- 
peror’s fellow-countrymen,and which go 
far to justify the common Peking saying 
that 8 yellow-girdle (or member of the 
Imperial clan) is just another name for 
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fool. The Vice-President begins by 
observing that at the present day, such 
is the degeneracy of the Manchius, one 
‘can scarcely find ove able man where 
in olden times there were a hundred. 
In the first place, he says, these mach 
vaunted Government schools are in 
rains; to which fact he attributes the 
Gpathetic indolence of both scholars and 
preceptors. We should be disposed to 
take the converge view of the question. 
Tt scems to us that it is the apathy 
and indolence of the schovl-people that 
has permitted the achools to become so 
dilapidated, In the second place he 
charges the tutors with dishonesty in 
making official retarns of the scholars 
under their tuition. In the third place, 
the unfair privileges whicha Manchnen- 
joys over a Chinese in his official career 
render it unnecessary that he should put 
himself to any exertion to get on, and 
consequently he becomes Inzy, looking 
on his promotion as a simple matter of 
cours. A Mauchu boy will purchase 
his first appointment for some trifling 
um before he is sixteen years old, 
and from that time he closes his books 
for over, Hoe is then rapidly pushed 
‘on, and finds bimeelf a Cousor or a 
Taotai or the Sab-director of a Court 
at the Capital without baving any 
educatio: hatever, The result of 
this is evident, Unable even to deafi 
the oummonest despatoh, he is at the 
moroy of his Seorotary, and unless a 
man of great foroe of character, which by 
his edacation he hardly cau be, becomes 
the instrament of those glaring abuses 
wbiob, a8 the Memorialist says, disgrace 
the publicservice.

stations are to begin their observa. 
tions ag soon as possible after the 
Ist August, 1882, aud ond thom as Inte 
ns possible, before 1st September, 1883, 
The hourly roagnetio and meteoro- 
logical obs us may be made no- 
cording to any time, only the magnetio 
observations on the “term-daya” must 
almaya be made according to Gaitingon 
time (longitude Oh. 89m. 46.58. B, of 
Greenwich). The term-days are tho 
Ist aud 17th of every month, and then 
the readings are to be wade every 
five mivutes for the torrestrial mag- 
netism ; and besides the observations 
on such term-days, daring a whole 
determinated hour observations are to 
be made every twenty seconds, though 
only of the magnetic deolination.

UNION CHAPEL. 
We are glad to see that the energetio 
attempts of the Rev. A. J. Bamford to 
procure a vew building for the con- 
gregation of Union Chapal lave been 
of the benva- 








lent ladies of Shanghai, As our readers 
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will have observed, the cause has been 
taken up uot by chapel-goors only, 
but by members of the Cathedral, and 
this shows a liberality of spirit and 
freedom from cliquism for which we 
should probably look in vain in any 
Cathedral town in England. ‘The col- 
ection of money by means of a Bazaar 
is a time-honoured institution, and, 
when the end in view is worthy and 
desirable, oue is uot obliged 10 go very 
deeply into the strict ethics of the 
question as to whether the onforced 
sale of olegant trifles to victimised 
humanity is tho best way of raising 
funds for a religious purpose. Iu tho 
present instance, as probably in most 
instances, it is wo believe the only way, 
or at any rate is likely to placo a much 
larger sum in the hands of the Build 
Committee than they would be able to 
procure otherwise, Wo are informed, 
indeed, that the Baznar is likely to be 
“a big thing,” and that the usual 
Obristmas shows at the various stores 
ran a serious chanoo of being thrown 
into the shade. It is suggested, we 
believe, that the Bazaar sball be held in 
the Masonic Hall, and take the form of 
au“ Englysche Fayre of Ye Olden Ty rae” 
in imitation of the recent gala at the 
Albert Hall in London, ‘Lhe same sort of 
things which form the attraction at the 
stores at Christmas time will constitute 
the bulk of the merchandise at the 
Bazaar, and it does not require much 
foresight to tell where the patronage will 
go. However in this instance the fow 
must suffer for good of themany, andit is 
quite time that something wus done to 
raise funds for the enterprise ou hand. 
That the congregation of Union Chapel 
is in dire want of a new structure is 
undeniable, Even if the present build- 
ing wero not required for other pur- 
poses, its bad situation, inconvenience, 
and utter lack of all architectural 
beauly, would of themselves justify 
the congregation in attempting to pro- 
cure a more suitable place of worship. 
In their present quest the members of 
Union Chapel have no doubt a great 
deal of difficulty to encounter, the prin- 
cipal obstacle in their way being the 
discovery of a site. This must be over- 
come to begin with, Then there will 
be of course the thousand-and-one ex- 
pouses over and above the prime cust 
of the buil itself: but these we 
need not anticipate, ‘Cho energy of 
Mr. Bamford is being so ably and 
generously supplemented, and bis con- 
gregation are so warmly seconding his 
efforts, that wo need not foar that the 
difficulties of the undertaking will be 
too much for them. In the meautime, 
the ladies who Lave consented to pre- 
side over stalls anuonnce that they will 
boglad to receive contributions. Iu such 
a case it would be the height of arro- 
gance for us to make an appeal in their 
favour. ‘There are neatly five months 
in which to make preparations for the 
Bazaar to be held in December, when 
no doubt a very brilliant show will re- 
sult from the efforts of the Indies aud 
the generosity of their friends. 


























‘THE HONGKONG LIBEL Case. 
A very general, and, as we think, just, 
impression seems to prevail, that the 
sentence of two months’ imprisonment 
passed upon tho editor of the Hongkong 
Telegraph is unexpectedly severe. The 
articles published by the prisoner on 
Herr Bandwanu were vulgar aud in- 
soleut euough; aud as regards the 
assertion that that gevtleman was a 
systematic beater of women and chil- 
dren, way be fairly condemned as libel- 
lous. But it is difficult to see that this 
particular offence merited so crushing a 
punishment as an imprisonment for two 
months. Much of the evidence went 
to prove that Herr Bandmann was at 
lenst not famous for gentleness of 
behaviour or for propriety of language 
in dealing with tho members of his 
troupe, aud when it came to a personal 
quarrel between him and the editor of 
the Telegraph it was but nataral that 
the latter should make use of this rift 
in his enemy’s arwour. Is is difficult, 
therefore, to resist the conclusion that, 
sing 80 severe a sentence, Sir 
George Phil 
enced by the general tone and policy of 
0 paper whose editor he has thns 
disnbled. ‘That the Hongkong Telegraph 
Was an acquisition to journalism no 
one will be bold enough to maintain 
We do not hesitate to go farther, and 
ny that it was a disgrace, If a fele 
low-journalist ventured to express an 
opinion obnoxions or unpalutenble to 
the editor of the Telegraph, a torrent of 
the strangest nbuse was immediately 
the result. ‘he offending writer was 
personally attacked and vilified, and 
his contemporaries landed to the skies. 
But when one of the thas Inuded papers 
offended in its turn, the enraged editor, 
entirely forgetting that a few weeks 
previonsly ho had extolled it asa model 
of enterprise, calture, and wit, would 
turn round upon it with a storm of 
vituperation and insult, quite as ab- 
surd and unealled-for as his prev 
ons panegyric. Indeed it was often 
difficult (o realise that the writer 
of these extravagant articles was 
entirely in his sober senses, Such 
outbursts of passion and inconsistency 
could hardly, one would think, have 
proceeded from the pen of a perfectly 
rational an dit was painful to 
nee a well-printed, cleverly-edited paper 
n the hands of ono whoso feclings ap- 
penred to be so utterly beyond bis own 
control. We sympathise with the un- 
fortunate editor of the Hongkong Tele- 
graph iw his trouble ; but even he would 
find it dificult, in bis calmer moments, 
to deny that he has brought it all upon 
himself, From a public poiut of view, 
and in the interests of respectable 
journalism, we cannot bat feel some 
satisfaction that 80 emphatic a protest 
ins been, entered by Si: George Phillippo 
against tho more disreputable phase of 
public writing of which the Telegraph 
was a representative, We hold that 
nothing should be wrilten in a nows- 










































































paper which the writer would hesitate, 
from motives of common courtesy, to 


give expression to ata dinuer-table, And 
yet we have seen, in the Telegraph and 
elsewhere, personalities which, if ut- 
tered in society, would have ensured 
the immediate ejection of the offender 
throngh the most convenient aperture 
of the apartment, whether door or 
window. Tho feeling of rivalry and 
actanl animosity which appears in many 
iuatauces to animate the conductors 
of jouruals in the Far East is, in our 
view, as uncalled-for as it is unworthy 
of sober, grown-up men. It is found, 
as far as we kuow, in no other pro. 
fession ; and not even in the profession 
of journalism, as exercised in London 
and the provinces of England, The 
recent decision in Hongkong is a proof, 
were any ueeded, of the disapproval 
felt by the public and the Court of 
the prostitution of a great aud respon. 
sible calling; and it is to be hoped 
that, a senpegoat having been found in 
the person of one whose powers were 
worthy of better things, the lesson will 
be Inid to heart by others who have 
hitherto escaped scotfree.

Information has been received from Foo- 
chow that a mob amounting to many 
thousands of villagers round about the 
Arsenal at Pagoda Anchorage surrounded 
that Institution the other day with the 











view of demolishing it. The facts of the 
case appear to be these,—a wei-yilan, a 
Cantonese, belonging to the Arsenal, hap- 
pened to kick a youngster, an employee, 
for some misdemeanor, which so preyed 
upon the mind of the lad that he com- 
mitted suicide by hanging himself. The 
nows about the matter got abroad, and this 
greatly excited the people, which resulted 
in theemeute. The head of the unfortunate 
wei-yiian was demanded by the mob, and 
the Arsonal being entirely unprotected 
by soldiers, the Commissioner was quite 
unable to quell the disturbance ; 80 to 
appease the clamour, the twei-yiian was sum 
niarily executed, and his head displayed 
to the populace, which then dispersed. 
“Tn commenting upon the affair,” says 
our informant, “I am of opinion that 
the Commissioner acted too hastily, and 
showed a timid mind, ‘The wei-yiian of 
course held some sort of rank, and even 
to bamboo him, he should first have been 
degraded from that rank, and then under- 
gone his punishment ; to lose his head was 
sill more unprecedented. Moreover tho 
exigency of the caso did not require such 
a prosedure, What was the fleet doing 
all the time? A rising of the populace, 
in China, means rebellion, and to put it 
down the Government: sticks at no odds, 
Lam afraid therefore the Commissioner of 
the Arsonal has committed a grave mistake, 
Such is the substance of the whole matter 
as so far received, and I think in the main 
that itis trae. ‘The news arrived on Sunday 
night to the Kiangnan Arsenal authorities 
and I think must have come by telegraph.”

flames burst out from the hatches, 
vidently having communicated with the 
oil. ‘The boats were got out and pro- 
visioned, aud the captain, mate, and all 
the crew yot into them, lay by the ship 
until ib was seen that she must become « 
total loss, whon they started for Monado, 
distant about 160 to 180 miles. ‘The 
weather wus fine, but there was no wind, 
and tho boate’ suils were therefore usclene, 
it being found necessary to pull the boats 
the eutire distance, which ocoupied four 
days, 1 that port safely, though 
much fatigued by exertion aud exposure.

After 
referring to a previous Memorial (published.

touched upon this topic, the Memorialist 
romatks that what he’has now to. say 
has more especial reference to the pro- 
vinees of Honan Aubui, Hunan, Hupei, 
and Szechuen. The anomalous’ position 
held by the gentry in those provinces 
dates from the time of the rebellion, 
when extraordinary powers were lodged 
in their hands in connection with the 
raising and disciplining of train-bands to 
oppose the rebels. ‘The services rendered 
by thom at that time to the State were 
most valuable, and laid the foundation of 
the excessive influence now wielded by 
them in their respective provinces. This 
influence makes itself felt in every branch 
of the provincial administration. Jadicially, 
the gentry are the practical arbiters of all 
law-suits. They are bribed in the first 
instance by both the contending patties, and 
having, by this or other equally interested 
considerations, made up their minds as to 
the quarter in which justice lies, they enter 
the court whilst the trial is proceeding, 
and by throwing out a word or two, secure 
it termination in the manner most agree- 
able to themselves. In some extreme 
































cases they are guilty of appl egal 
torture to witnesses or principals in a 
suit. Fiscally, their power is almost un- 
limited, and this control of the revenue is 
the means upon hich they rely in guiding 
or coercing the action of the high provincial 
authorities, All question of restitution of 
land or property to claimants whom the 
disturbed state of the country has at one 
time or another compelled to seck a refuge 
elsewhere, and all details connected with 
the reclaiming of waste lands, are settled by 
them ; aud the whole of the land tax is paid, 
in the first instance, into their hands. ‘The 
amount exacted is several times as large as 
the official assessment, and the gentry hand 
over to the authorities about one tenth of 
what is paid to them, reserving also to 
themselves considerable sums derived from 
lands not entered by them on the register. 
‘Their means of enforcing their demands 
as regards the provincials are sufficiently 
obvious, and should an energetic or obsti- 
nate Govenor attempt to interfere with 
them, they employ their undoubted power 
of forming the popular opinion to traduce 
his reputation and frustrate his design: 
Memorialist las no special remedy to pro-

Owing to their depredations 
the foliage of the trees presents an un- 
healthy yellow appearance, only the newly 
sprouting leaves retaining their greouness, 
‘Memorialists’ hope heavy sumn- 
mer rains and hizh winds, or the vibration 
caused by thunderstorms, may dislodge 
the insects ; for the nature of the tre 
well as of the ground on which they are 
planted, is such as to render attempts to 
climb them out of the question. At the 
same time Memorialists have given orders 
to have the insects which have attacked 
the smaller-sized firs growing in compara- 
tively accessible situations, stripped from 
the trees and buried; and they are in 
hopes that they will be thus effectually 
destroyed.—Rescript: Noted: Let im- 
mediate orders be ‘given to effectually 
secure the insects, that they may be en- 
tirely exterminated : it is most important 
that the mischief be not allowed to spread.

These three classes are all 
composed of men in the humblest circum~ 
stances, driven by their needs to a life 
in a wild and inhospitable country where 
their only constant neighbours are deer, 
boars, trees, and rocks, It would be 
hard,’ Memorialist obs 
them of their only meai 
but at the same time it is certain 
brigands by whom these mou re 
infested rely greatly upon these foresters 
to supply them with grain, sat, and other 
necessities and luxuries of life. They also 
induce them, by offering extravagant prices, 
to furnish them with gunpowder and other 
ammunition. The foresters cannot but 
consent to the various demands and frov 
quent exactions of the brigands, at whose

To the Editor of the 
Norra-Onrva Dany News. 

Sim,—With reference to the rumour that 
has been in circulation here for the last 
fortuight about a Chineso firm having 
obtained permission fom the Viceroy of 
Nanking to run a steam ferry-boat between 
this port and Soochow, I have now learnt 
with much regret that the project is not 





likely to be carried into effect, owing to the 
strong objection raised against it by both 













people. Great, indeed, 
appointment of the enterprising promoters, 
and of the public gonerally, if such should 
be the case. 

The idea of establishing a steam-line 
between these tio places is a very good 
oue, for if carried out, it would afford 
immense facilities to passengers. At pre- 
sent it takes at least from four to 
five days for one to travel to and fro 
between the two places in a native boat, 
whereas a steam-boat would take onl 
twenty-four hours. What a contrast! It 
is understood that the local authorities 
and the native bont-people have jointly 
petitioned the Viceroy against granting 
that permission, setting forth the grounds 
of their fear as follows :—Firatly, they fear 
that foreigners will follow suit and ask to 
be allowed to enjoy the same privilege ; 
secondly, that it would afford facilities for 

juggling ; ond lastly, that it would deprive 
the native boat-people of their means of 
living. 

Now that the authorities should havo 
ever entertained such an apprehension 
as stated in the first point, is a thing 
beyond conception ; and foreigners 
may apply for the same privilege is also 
ont of the question, for by the laws of 

8 that kind of privilege should only 
be enjoyed by the natives alone, therefore 
it is. wrong to think foreigner 
would ever conceive such a notion. Tt is, 
indeed, a matter of rogret to find that 

al authorities who would 

nees impede the progress 
of civilization or interfero with the re- 
forms of modern times. It was the in 
teution of the promoters that the steam 
ferry-boat should carry passongers only, 
and no cargo; if such is the case, emug: 
gling can easily be detected, And as 
to the last objection I admit that the pro- 
ject would affect the interests of the boat 
people to some extent ; but the public con- 
venience must first be taken into considera- 
tion, for the benefit to the public at large 
is too important to be overlooked. That

CHOLERA IN JAPA: 


Wo have been requested by H.I.J.M.’s 
Consul to publish the following 
[Lranslation.] 
DANWOKWAN, NOTIFICATION NO. 31. 
SANITARY RULES 
With respect to Ships or Vessels, arriving at 
Tapunese Ports from places declared to 
be infected by Cholera-cpidemics. 
1.—Vessels arriving from infected places 
shall not be allowed to enter the limits of 
any harbour of Japan, nor to land pas- 
sougers or cargo, nor to communicate with 
any other ship in the harbour, until 
the duly appointed Medical Otlicer, after 
having boarded and inspected the vessel, 
has given his eauction in writing to the 
Captain, admitting the ship to pratique at 
once, 
2,—If there has been no case from 
Cholera nor a caso of death from Cholera 
during the voyage, such ship shall be 
perinitted to pratique at once, 
3.—IE there has been any case of Cholera 
or if any case of death from Cholera has 
occurred on board during the voyage, such 
vessel shall be quarautined at a place of 
sufiicient and safe distance selected by the 
Medical Officer. Such place shall be se- 
parated from the shore as well as from 
other vessels, Any men on board of such 
‘yossel, suffering from Cholera, shall at the 
discretion of the Modical Oficer be re- 


















moved either to the Hospital or to any 
other house, the Medical Officer may deem 
fit. 

Tf there has been a case of death from 
Cholera on board, the deceased’s body 
shall be removed’ to a burial ground 
selected by the Authorities, Should re- 
latives of the deceased claim the corpse, 
they may be permitted to remove the 
same for cremation or burial to the place 
determined for the purpose by the Autho- 
rities, ficient means of disinfection 
all ‘be employed in such a case. After 
he removal of a deceased from board of a 
ship, measures shall be taken to sulticiently 

fect the remaining passengers and 
crew. If this has been done to the satis- 
faction of the Medical Officer, passengers 
and crew may be allowed t» land. 

‘Vessels or their cargoes, if consider dan- 
gerous by the Medical Officer, shall be 
thoroughly purified, before they are ad- 

ied to pratique. 

-Any person, who commits a breach 
of these Regulations or prevents others 
from fulfilling them, shall be dealt with 
according to law. 

Duly notice will be given by the 
er of the Home Departinent of the 
dates when and the places where these 
Regulations are to commence to be in 
force and when they ate withdrawn,

‘THE POWERS AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF 
‘THE PRESS. 

With reference to the summing up of 
the Chief Justice in the case of Bandmmann 
v Kraser-Smith, the Chinu Mail comm 
as follows :;— 

we have no desire to refer to 
ta of the libel case recently de- 
cided here, it may not be out of place to 
note the toue adopted by the learned Chief 
Justics in speaking of th 

sponsibilities and powers of the public 
press. Alljournaliats who have any elwi 
to respectability must admit that, in his 
Iucid, masterly and exhaustive charge to 
the jury, Sir George Puillippo has laid 
down, ita most fair and liberal epirit, the 
rules’ which onght to guide an editor and 
publisher as to question that at Home 
and elsewhere, a growing tendency has 
b come apparent of late on the part of 
@ section of the press to overstep the 
bounds, not of the law governing libellous 
matter only, but of all the hitherto ne 
knowledyed rulesof respectable journalism, 
as well as of the more simple code of goud 
taste. Ono of the govd old-fashioned 
guides in journalistic practice was to the 
elfvct that the publication of anything 












































which was calculated to offend against 














good taste was more to be dreaded than 
the printing and circulation of honest 
strictures upon public men aud matters of 
which might be coustrued atrictly as an 
offence against the law of libel. Unfor- 
tunately, as is evidenced by many of the 
sociely aud sporting prints at home aud 
elsewhere, this wholesome rule is now 
being widely departed from; and the 
spiciness and raciness which are supposed 
to be produced by a mixture of profauity, 
indecency, pereonality aud impudence to 
often take the place, in these days of the 
more honest and respectable duties in- 
volved in the profession of a public 
writer. Notwithstanding these excrescencs 
of journalism, however, which are nothing

& newspaper a protection for which the 
editor himself aud the public whom he 
serves should be abundantly grateful. The 
st criticiems upon the official or 
public acts of public men are now regarded 
by the law as in x certain sense privileged, 
even whore little exnggeration may 
be apparent ; and so long as the prose 
confines itself to the public aspoct 
the conduct of any one, there is little 
need to fear that it will auffor any 
harm. ‘That this principle has been so 
clearly set forth by Chief Justice Phillippo 
shows that the learned Judge is quite 
alive to the necessity that exists for the 
free dircussion of all public questions ; and 
by a0 doing he has not only strongthoned 
the hauds of the public writer, but he hi

LOSS OF THE 8.S. “ESCAMBIA.” 

The San Francisco nowspapors of the 
2st June and subsequent dates contain 
accounts of the foundering of the steam- 
ship Escambia on the previous day, and 
part of the proceedings of a Court of 
Enquiry. She was an iron screw vessol, 
grain laden, and capsized just inside the 
bar when proceeding to sea, A look-out 
man saw her roll heavily to port and then 
xo over, A soatch was instituted for any 
boats that might have put off from her 
before she foundored, but the tugs re- 
turned to port without finding any. On 
the following morning the captain aud three 
of the crew were found on the ocean 
beach, and were conveyed to San Fi 
ciseo where they declined to give any f 
formation as to the disaster, evidently to 
the intense disgust of the reporters, who 
apply ironical epithets avd compliments 
to them.
